possible because the men who have gone before us ha\?e done such 
great things. 


THE LITERATURE OF THE PAST WAS WHAT IT WAS 


BECAUSE OE THE COURAGE OF ITS LITERARY MEN. 
But I venture to think it is a diffident age which is forever looking 
back to the past. It is a poor literature, a poor art, a poor religion, 
which takes its inspiration solely from the past and seeie no inspira- 
tion from the present. 


The question is not between the past and the future, "but whether 


a literature is good in itself. You should judge a literature not too 
much by those timid comparisons of the past, but upon its own merits.

It has stirred the patriotism of ths_ 
people to the inmost recesses of the 
heart's emotion, and the veterans an1 
their friends are coming to rejoice or 
to sorrow as the will of Providence 
may dictate. 


Mass Meeting at Louisville. 


Louisville, Sept. 10.—"No threat of 


imperialism in this country can com- 
pare with that condition which would 
make it necessary always to hedge 
about our highest officials -with mili- 
tary protection 
But if systematic 


murder is allowed to stalk unreprovcd 
over our land we shall reach a p?riotl 
when armed guards must surround, 
every official and even be stationed in 
our courts of justice." These vvcrds 
were the keynote of resolutions adopt- 
ed at a meeting of 2,000 citizens of 
Louisville at the auditorium.
